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INTRODUCTION 


It has been said that *‘every book should have an excuse for being born; 
if an excuse be unnecessary, then a good reason.” 

We have no excuse to make for the book which is now introduced to the 
public; our reasons are easily explained. We have annually thousarfds of 
inquiries from our correspondents in all parts of the globe for the names of 
manufacturers of special devices which they have seen advertised, and with 
a view of furnishing them such information, not only on special devices, but 
on all others as well, is our first reason. 

Our second reason is: So great an interest has been shown in the past 
few years in office appliances and labor saving devices, that expositions are 
being held semi-annually in October at the Madison Square Garden, New 
York, and in March at the Coliseum, Chicago, and to these Expositions 
interested people are in attendance, not by the thousands, but by the hun¬ 
dreds of thousands, the attendance at the last one in Chicago being over a 
quarter million people in one week, yet the vast majority of those interested 
are unable to attend these expositions, and it was decided that a book 
which would furnish a list of all such equipment, the name and the address 
of the manufacturer, together with such description and illustration as 
could be secured, would meet a want not already supplied.

ADDING MACHINES. 

No other branch of knowledge has received so little attention in the past, 
as that relating to adding or calculating machines, in fact the writings on 
this subject are almost entirely the emanations of the various manufactur¬ 
ers of such machines in their advertising literature, but it will be the pur¬ 
pose of this introduction to show the manner in which these machines may 
properly enter into the everyday business world and to show their ad¬ 
vantages in the computations of the various problems that are daily brought 
forth by the exigencies and strenuosity of the twentieth century. 

It may not be out of place to give here some little account of the early 
examples of calculating machines. The first of which we have knowledge 
was due to Napier, who, in 1617, published a method of using certain rods, 
known as ‘‘Napier Bones’" for performing multiplication and division. 
They are rectangular slips of wood, ten in number, figured on each of the 
four faces with digits and multiples of the digits. 

Calculating machines had been devised by Pascal in 1642, and Leibnitz 
in 1671, but the first important machine was invented by Charles Babbage, 
called a “difference engine,” as it was intended to calculate tables of num¬ 
bers by differences. He afterwards designed a new machine called an “ana¬ 
lytical engine” intended to solve problems at the will of the operator, but 
this machine was not completed at his death. 

There then followed in course a number of sliding cylinder and slide 
rule machines, all of which were welcomed by the mathematicians of their 
day, but which are now antiquated and obsolete. 

This brings the record, if we except the Roman “Abacus” and the Chi¬ 
nese “Suan-Pan,” similar in appearance and design, to the year 1820, when 
M. Thomas de Colmar, Paris, France, invented the Arithmometer, which was 
the first practical machine for computing all kinds of arithmetic. This was 
followed by very similar machines by Hoart, of Paris, Masseur and Dobesch, 
of Vienna. 

Decided improvements on these machines were made by Tate, of Lon¬ 
don; The “Brunsgiva;” “The Millionair;” “The Burkhardt,” and other 
recent foreign-made machines, all of which are more strictly multiplication 
and division machines, not being adapted to rapidly perform addition or 
subtraction. 

In recent years the inventions of this class of machines have been enor¬ 
mous, especially in the United States, there being about 400 patents already 
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granted by the U. S. patent office on machines and improvements, all bear¬ 
ing on mechanical arithmetic. The vast majority of these are of the 
‘'freak’' class, and have inherent faults that make them entirely impossible 
as accurate and rapid aids. There are also a large number of machines oper¬ 
ated by a stylus or pencil point. The success of their operation depends 
entirely on the correct introduction of the stylus into a small aperture and 
the movement of the disk or chain to a common stopping point, an operation 
requiring acute eyesight and careful manipulation to secure accurate results. 

The really practical machines of today may be put into two classes—the 
listing and non-listing machines, each of them in a distinct field and appeal¬ 
ing to a clientage of users, each of whom are satisfied with the work done 
by the particular machine owned by themselves. 

The listing machines are somewhat similar in point of construction and 
appearance and are operated by keys, numerically arranged in rows from 1 
to 9 inclusive. 

In this respect, the Comptometer and Mechanical Accountant, both being 
non-listing machines, are somewhat similar, being operated with keys which 
are arranged in rows, and have 72 or more keys to operate to perform com¬ 
putations. 

The Beach Calculating Machine is made on entirely different lines, 
being arranged with a succession of wheels fitted with teeth which 
are operated with the finger and has a distinct advantage in that the hand 
travels but a very short distance to reach any desired wheel or figure. On 
this account this machine is very rapid in operation. 

Among the listing machines, or machines which print on a slip or a sheet 
of paper, the additions made by depressing the proper keys, the following 
are the most widely recognized as machines of merit: 

The Pike Adding Machine, The Bundy Adding Machine, The Burroughs 
Arithmometer, The Universal Adding Machine, The Standard Adding 
Machine, The Wales Adding Machine, The Comptograph, The American 
Addograph, the Mailman Addograph. 

These machines are necessarily expensive in construction and vary in 
price from $185.00 to $400.00, notwitlistanding which, the demand for them 
more ih?.n equal the supply. 

Among the non-listing machines, or those that simply show the sum of 
the amounts desired, in spaces left for that purpose on the face of the ma¬ 
chine, the following may be given: 

The Comptometer, Mailman Addometer, The Mechanical Accountant, 
The Beach Calculating Machine. 

These machines are sold at prices from $75 to $150, and are really prac¬ 
tical and up-to-date machines in every respect, and entirely suitable for the 
vast majority of computations which arise in actual business. They not 
only can be operated more rapidly than listing machines, as there are no 
levers to manipulate, but are suited to multiplication, subtraction and divis¬ 
ion as well as addition, therefore cover a field where a printed list is not 
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essential or desired, and are sold at a price which permits many of the 
smaller enterprises to purchase them. 

Naturally the manufacturers and sellers of the two classes of machines 
mentioned above dwell at great length on the advantages, or otherwise, of 
the listing feature, the advocates of listing machines making this point their 
strong plea for the advanced cost asked for their machine and make a strong 
plea of the desirability of a list from which to check back errors made in 
operation. On the other hand the non-listing machines decry this feature. 
We quote from an advertisement of one of the non-listing machines: 

‘'Our machine does not print, and in this feature lies one of its principal 
advantages, as owing to the rapidity of operation it is quicker to repeat the 
addition, in case of error by the operator, than to check a printed list with 
the original copy. Comparing a printed list with the original copy is not 
only a very slow method—it is extremely unreliable as well—as transposi¬ 
tion of figures is very likely to be overlooked. Therefore, the value of a 
listed addition is largely visionary. The desire for a list disappears when 
the operator has acquired rapidity in operation and has confidence in the 
machine’s absolute accuracy. No paper is used, there is no lever to manipu¬ 
late, therefore maximum speed is easily maintained in long additions.’’ 

It will thus be seen that each class of machine has its strong points, its 
field of claims to superiority. 

There is no question that the calculating machine has come to stay, its 
use by the large banks and wholesale interests has become so general, its 
qualifications of time and work saving have been so thoroughly proved dur¬ 
ing the past few years that the presumption is readily accepted that the 
next generation will see very few business enterprises who can even afford 
to do their work in figures, otherwise than with some form of mechanical 
calculating machine. The pace is set so high today that any aid to accuracy, 
any help to speed or any combination which will tend to expedite results is 
gladly welcomed. 

A practical machine for arithmetic must be practicable, a combination 
with its operator of mental, manual and mechanical accuracy, and only then 
will the machine be made popular and useful. The reasons that have re¬ 
tarded the introduction of mechanical arithmetic for years is largely the 
result of unreasonable methods, objectionable mechanism and excessive 
price. 

The calculating and adding machines of the present day are extensively 
advertised as being peculiarly adapted to multiplication, subtraction and 
division, as well as addition, but there is no question as to the superiority of 
the "Brunsviga,” "Millionair,” "Colmar” and "Tate” machines in perform¬ 
ing complex examples of multiplication and division, but as noted previ¬ 
ously, these latter machines are poorly adapted and are slow and cumber¬ 
some in working out problems in addition and subtraction. 

The listing machines as well, are not especially facile in performing mul¬ 
tiplication, division or subtraction, as it is necessary to use the lever which 
operates the printing mechanism each time the keys are operated to produce 
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the results on the machine, and for this reason the non-listing machines are 
the most suitable and rapid for these computations and more generally meet 
the requirements of every class of problem than any other machine. 

It will be generally and readily understood that a list of any computation 
in multiplication or division is not required in any case—so long as the 
machine shows the correct result in its indicator spaces, nothing further is 
needed. 

In nearly all of the modern machines two sets of figures are put on the 
keys or cover plates, one of which, the large figures, are used entirely in 
addition and multiplication. The other set, the smaller figures, are used in 
subtraction and division. The latter are called the “complemental” figures. 

The definition of a complemental figure in arithmetic is the difference 
which a number lacks to nine, or the next higher power of nine, and by the 
use of these complemental figures all arithmetical propositions are reduced 
to addition. 

To one not acquainted with the use of a calculating machine this may 
appear complex and difficult to understand, yet by the use of a machine the 
proposition resolves itself into a purely mechanical one and is used without 
mental effort by the operator. Further than this, the operations are entirely 
practical, and by an operator of some little experience are worked on the 
machine much more rapidly than is possible mentally with the aid of pencil 
and paper. 

The combined operation of addition and subtraction occur most fre¬ 
quently in balancing ledger accounts. 

Calculating machines will accomplish the desired results in a single and 
continuous operation by registering the amounts of the larger side of the 
account according to the large figures, and the smaller side of the account 
according to the complemental figures as shown on the keys or figure plates. 

It is also possible by the use of the calculating machine to perform any 
desired combination problem, such as addition and division; subtraction and 
multiplication or multiplication and division; problems in fractions, denom¬ 
inate quantities, powers, roots and logarithms; but it is not the purpose to 
go into higher mathematics, but instead, to show as well as may be, the 
practical side of the calculating machine when used in the ordinary business 
office for business purposes. 

These machines in a general way occupy an unique position in that they 
are practically the only machines which are intended to do brain work, and 
in addition to this save time and labor. 

In many of the largest business houses in America the calculating ma¬ 
chine is operated by girls, who not only are employed at a comparatively 
small compensation, but at the same time become so expert in the use of the 
machines, that everything in the way of computations arc given to them. 
They are accurate in operating, but in some offices it is customary to have 
everything added by two different operators, wdiich constitutes a check on 
their correctness. 

This method results in relieving the book-keepers and accountants from 
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any of the mental strain consequent to the adding of long columns of figures 
or vast collections of cash or credit tickets, and allows them to devote their 
time and energies to other features where their abilities are of special value. 

Calculating machines in, and of themselves, are undoubtedly the best 
''business short cuts." Their use in any business enterprise is productive of 
only good results. The economies of time and labor are unquestioned, 
therefore, their use is becoming general.

The figure so brought down will show in the indicator 
space in black—touch the release key bn front right side of 
the machine and the toothed wheel immediately returns to its 
original position, leaving the figure brought down showing in 
red in the indicator space. 

Repeat this movement and the machine shows each indi¬ 
vidual figure or item in black, allowing the operator to check 
the amounts as they are brought down; touch the release key 
and the sum total of these amounts are shown in red.

BINDERS. 

A multiplicity of binders have been invented during recent years for 
every conceivable use in connection with loose-leaf systems, and the 
expansion or addition to the number of sheets held in place by them is 
permitted by some form of automatic lock—operated either with or without 
a key. 

These methods have proven very satisfactory, and it is a matter of 
individual taste as to which method is preferable. A form of device known 
as the post binder is very satisfactory, and consists of two stiff boards 
covered with suitable material, the lower board being provided with two 
or more posts fixed to a metal strip, which is a part of the lower board. 
The posts are made in sections, and can be added to indefinitely, until the 
binder holds a thousand or more sheets of heavy paper. The board which 
is placed over the papers in the binder is provided with various forms of 
locking devices, and operating either by means of compression or a key. 
Another method which is highly recommended is the plan of using a cord 
or wire, especially prepared for the purpose, instead of posts. A device is 
provided by which the tension on the cord can be so adjusted as to secure 
the desired degree of compression on the contents in the binder. Quite a 
variety of this class of binders are on the market, one of the principal 
arguments in their favor being that an unlimited number of sheets can be 
placed between the covers. 

A form of loose-leaf device which is very popular, and has all the 
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appearance of a bound book, is virtually the binding of a book provided 
with prongs or posts, which pass through perforations in the sheets to be 
placed in the cover. Quite a number of locking devices for this form of 
book or file are on the market, each of which has its own peculiar merit. 

In this limited space, it would be impossible to give a comprehensive 
review of the extent to which the loose-leaf idea has been applied, the 
readers being recommended to carefully look over the descriptions of the 
various styles herein illustrated.

ENVELOPES. 

History of Envelopes. 

The first record of the use of envelopes that has come to our knowledge 
is contained in the following lines from a satirical poem written by Dean 
Swift in 1726: 

“Lend these to paper sparing Pope 
And when he sits to write 
No letter with an envelope 
Could give him more delight.” 

In the British Museum there are preserved two envelopes, one of which 
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is dated Stockholm, April 24th, 1755, and it is known that in 1760 Madame 
de Pompadour sent a letter in an envelope to the Duchess d'Aiguillon. 

Envelopes were used in England soon after 1830, and are referred to in 
a paper written in 1839 by Sir Rowland Hill, the father of modern postal 
systems, as “the little bags called envelopes/* They were without gum on 
the open flap, which was secured by wafer or wax. It is evident, however, 
that the use of envelopes at that time was far from general. The English 
postoffice made a double charge for letters enclosed in them, and they were 
a refinement largely confined to those in easy circumstances. A letter 
written by an English lady in 1840 is still preserved in which she asks for 
“a quire or so of small colored note-paper and a pasteboard pattern of the 
little envelopes.** 

Soon after 1840 Warren de la Rue and Edwin Hill, brother of Sir 
Rowland, invented a machine for making envelopes, which attracted a 
great deal of attention in the Crystal Palace Exhibition of 1851. Envelopes 
rapidly came into general use, and an Englishman named Dangerfield 
became in 1845 the first envelope maker in New York. The first American 
patent for envelope machinery was granted in 1853 to a Philadelphia 
inventor. 

The early machinery folded envelope blanks which were cut by steel 
dies and on the open flap of which gum had been spread by hand and 
allowed to dry. Modern machines are more than twice as fast and require 
no hand work, the gum being applied to the open flap and artificially dried 
on the machine. For some years after the introduction of machines, 
envelopes were made by hand in large quantities and business men now 
living can remember when the ability to readily and surely distinguish 
hand-made from machine-made envelopes was a mark of the expert. 

Within recent years there has been a remarkable development in 
envelope machinery, and every first-class factory keeps its machine shop 
busy repairing its machinery or fitting it with improved devices.

The United States Patent Office records show that a total of 2,380 
separate patents on typewriters have been granted, and the possibilities in 
this direction have been so thoroughly covered that it is extremely difficult 
to secure a patent covering a basic principle or that is of much real worth 
at the present time. 

The growth of the typewriter industry has been enormous, and the 
principal and largest factories engaged in this manufacturing are located in 
the Eastern States, New York State having the greatest number of them. 

One factory at Ilion, New York, has a capacity of one finished machine 
per minute, and is undoubtedly the largest factory of the kind in the world. 

Syracuse, N. Y., is known as ''the home of the typewriter,’* and has four 
immense factories with an aggregate capacity for the employment of 4,000 
employees. 

It is estimated that 6,000 workmen are employed in the manufacture of 
typewriters, but as every factory has its organization of sales agents with 
offices in every principal city, each with its force of managers, salesmen, 
stenographers, etc., the number of people who receive direct support from 
this industry can safely be put at double the factory employees. The 
factory operatives, and the employees comprising the selling organization 
as well, are high-class people and are paid large wages. 

It is estimated that 200,000 new typewriting machines are made each 
year, valued at seven millions of dollars. Of this great output of machines, 
at least one-half are exported to foreign countries, and the following figures 
are taken from reports of these exports in 1902 from the United States to 
the different grand divisions of the world:

It will be rightly inferred from the above that the United States is at 
the head of the typewriter industry in the world, and while they have been 
made to some extent in Germany, the German manufacturers have not been 
able to make machines of either the quality, or at the price, which permitted 
competition with the American machines, and it is reported that the industry 
is practically paralyzed in that country, and the imports of American 
machines into Germany are far in excess of the home production. 

It is estimated that the factories now in active operation can well care 
for the demand.
